Laying aside the mysterious and supernatural components of conver- 
sion, he focuses upon observable phenomena- human facts and factors. The work is ad- 
dressed to the clergy and professional evangelists, but volunteer laymen and profes- 
sional psychologists as well may gain needed insight into religious crisis experiences 
with which they must deal.

Pupils learned the Catechism and then Bible 
verses. Uniform lessons for all ages have been superseded by graded lessons. To

It is now proposed in this book to reinstate mass instruction, but by 
qualified, well trained leaders, preferably ministers, who will teach the children 
and young people in after school hours in large groups. The present volunteer 
teachers will serve as assistants. To pay for the multiple church staff involved 
it is proposed that tuition be charged. It is assumed that in the majority of 
churches the families would be able and willing to pay a yearly tuition fee. This 
controversial plan could be introduced in many comfortably fixed parishes, but 
even then the change would involve a long drawn-out educational procedure.

Hardy, Rene Doubleday 
THE LOST SENTINEL $3.95 


A third novel (Bitter Victory, The Sword of God) again uses a brief, bitter 
battle action and manages more than a little concentrated tension. The Moro, an Ital- 
ian submarine is crippled and pulls into the harbor of Tangier with a 24 hour right 
of asylum for repairs. On leaving the harbor, they face certain death from the British 
alerted to their position. The time is 1943, just as the Italian armistice is being 
signed- and as such the Moro is one of the “lost sentinels” of war- unaware that it is 
over. There are many rumors however and Gargese, their commander, whose wife has just 
died- the "sign of his own defeat", cannot accept the useless destruction of his ship. 
Also aboard is the courageous aristocrat, della Rocca, a frogman with a separate mis- 
Sion- and the girl he loves is ashore in Tangier- the daughter of the British consul. 
della Rocca, not wanting to compromise the Moro further, keeps his identity secret 
(while his girl behaves more foolishly, and somewhat unbelievably, in her efforts to 
find him). Gargese, leaving orders for his ship to stay out of action until the 
armistice, suicides, but his successor takes her out to her inevitable destruction..... 
Hardy, a writer of few words, makes most of them count and this incident has its 
short-term excitement.

Lewis, Norman Pantheon 
DARKNESS VISIBLE $3.50 


Steve Lavers, the protagonist of this novel set in Algeria, is the mouth- 
piece of the author's critical comprehension of the basic forces underlying the 
Algerian struggle, his perception of local custom and color, his cynical yet resigned 
outlook, his ability to transpose political realities into terms of human existence. 
The oil company in which Lavers holds a respected executive position is manned by 
several nationalities, and has finally, after five fruitless years of toil and dis- 
couragement, struck oil. At this point, however, political uprisings erupt between 
the colons and the Arabs in a series of destructive incidents and savagely sinister 
intrigues. A local brothel keeper, with his wife and one of his protegees,is brutally 
murdered, ostensibly by the local Arabs. It becomes obvious that the murderers in- 
volved here were the same colons - members of a frenchified Mafia - who instigated and 
perpetrated an attack on the oil company, burned the Arab village, and disrupted Col. 
Latour's carefully erected truce. The usual official reaction prevails among the French 
authorities - a conscious closed-eyed ignoring of the troublemakers. Tiring of the 
identical answer to his constant question in the face of all this ("And are we going to 
give in?"), Lavers finally realizes its futility in this muddled imposition of “civili- 
zation and progress", and decides to leave Algeria. Lewis'clear to clipped descriptions 
are original and arresting and his novel isof far more than routine fictional interest 
as were his earlier books- A Single Pilgrim- The Volcanoes Above Us- ete. (IC:60-13198)

The ineffably correct Chaileys of Rodsall Park are wounded where it hurts most 
when their daughter Catherine decides she is in love with Dick Badsey, the cook's son. 
With two other Chailey daughters and a son, all married, there are factions and counter- 
factions about the situation, and much hurried family correspondence, conferences and 
plottings are in order while Catherine has the problem of convincing Dick that class is 
of no matter, the feudal tradition is no part of modern times and that he really loves 
her. Her pursuit of Dick involves sherry parties, dinners, ecclesiastical admonishments, 
several jobs (she is 19 and determined to leave home), a rumored romance with a Canon's 
son who has won quite a bit in the Pools, - and a very upset Family. Her persuasions 
overcome Dick's timidity - and the old regime gives way to - the newest. All this makes 
for a genteel, English, social, and country gentlemanly fuss and feathers which, while 
ruffling the smooth surface of an established family way of life, makes sure that, if 
the barriers are down, the resistance gives in - no matter how unwillingly. For that 
Anglophile audience which has an acceptance for an ambling type of story with a cheerful 
approach.

Presumably an actual case has been reconstructed more for the sake of sensa- 
tionalism than sensibility and accounts for the actions of Paul Andrews, a nice, clean- € 
cut boy, Barbara Merrill, the girl he loves, and her father Frank who is a menace to both 
of them--- (He had raped Barbara at fourteen and now threatens to have "unnatural rela- 


tions" with her younger sister). In his fear of Merrill, Paul confesses to the murder 
of the local doctor Chamberlain (found in the trunk of his car) and Mrs. Chamberlain- 
after the good man had been called in to see whether Barbara was pregnant or not (by her 
father? by Paul?). A later arrest of Merrill, for incest, brings Paul safely to the 
witness stand so that he can testify against him and be cleared.... Maine is the scene 
for these inbred incidents and there are many regrettable details of feminine hygiene and 
mixed intimacies but one can question whether they are really in the interests of authen- 
ticity.

FAREWELL VICTORIA $3.50 


This "simple life" runs parallel to English and European history for Johnnie 
Mundy is 8 when his story begins and 83 when he dies and not only England but the whole 
world suffers the change from man as an integer to man as a cipher. From the 1850's and 
his boyhood at Ambleden with its proper, lavish life, his idyllic marriage to Ellen and 
the shock of her leaving with the keeper Foxwell, his drinking which caused Sir William 
to fire him as groom, Mundy wakens to the world around him when he joins the Army, and 
sees the British defeat at the Battle of Isandula. His position as groom for a Russian 
Countess leads to his second marriage with Alice, the cook, and when the Countess dies 
he becomes a cabbie at St. Leonards.

OUR VISIT TO NIAGARA $3.95 


This is a collection of stories which have been written over the past ten years 
and printed in Discovery, Botteghe Oscure and the quarterly reviews. Goodman describes 
his own stories, and novels, as “myths”, that is, he finds the mythical emerging from his 
stories of the familiar and commonplace and those stories which begin in ancient myth 
end in recognizable implications. He divides this collection into three sections: 
American Stories, Myths and, in between, three nostalgic Community Pieces. Goodman's 
concerns here reflect his continuing attitudes and, for the most part, the stories are 
political and sociological in tone, informed with a kind of mystical humanism. The 
American Stories and the Community Pieces are reasonably straightforward and readable: 
The Architect from New York is opposed by a building committee determined to destroy what 
is best in their town (and, by implication, in America); Jeremy Owen is seen as an 
American Everyman, an espouser of what Goodman thinks is most worthwhile among the Beats, 
whose life is a Search and a Protest; and the title story is a self-conscious exploration 
of estrangement between two people. It is in the Myths that the author is at his most 
obscure and objectionable, devoted as he is to whining, self-pitying speculations of a 
philosophical nature and a preoccupation with sex organs, although there are some sketches 
which demonstrate both power and imagination. Goodman's publishers expect that his book 
“will be welcomed as an event of the first importance in American writing". It's diffi- 
cult to believe.

THE INTERPRETER $3.75 


There's something of the quality of The Hour Awaits and [Invitation from 
Minerva (two of my favorites among March Cost's novels) in this story of a Russian girl 
of high estate in pre-Revolutionary Russia - and of how in Stockholm her past catches 
up with her. Scarcely more than a child when she married Baron Stefan de Woru, she threw 
her marriage away in a fit of jealousy and ran away with another man, who couldn't stand 
out against his mother and marry her. With the Revolution- and the scattering of the 
nobility- Olga finds herself in the job of an interpreter (seven stars- seven languages ) 
in a Stockholm department store, with a somewhat more glamorous hotel entertainment job 
on the side. She thinks the past is dead; perhaps she can even accept the attentions of 


a young American or her boss at the hotel. And then the two men from her past materialize. 


She runs away from one of them and goes to London, only to encounter the other. And in 
the process she finds she has at last grown up emotionally, and knows where her heart 
belongs. The story is skillfully woven; there is a winning minor character that reminds 
one of Mrs. ‘arris, before she became too aware of the world; and- despite a certain 
pleasant flavor of the past in the writing- it is a delightful change from the crudities 
of much of today's writing. I liked it.

THE KING FROM ASHTABULA $3.95 v 


The Nakashima Islands (15 dots on the map between Japan and Asia) have been 
under typical U.S. Army jurisdiction for 15 years when they vote to reestablish their 
glorious monarchy which was abolished by Japanese and Chinese invaders in the 16th 
century. Unintelligent and unconscious of politics and Eastern mentality, the smug 
American army general in command is caught in. a confusing series of paradoxical misunder- 
standings between Washington and the natives who succeed in discovering the royal suc- 
cession - a couple of potato-growing peasants and two young and thoroughly Americanized 
college students. The establishment of a poultry and hog cooperative industry, the 
furthering of marital prospects among the natives through college-type mixers, the mutual 
loan societies erected by the women of the American and native communities- all these 
are part of a take-off of American blunders in "adopted" underdeveloped countries and 
the estrangement between Western and Asian outlooks. It's pretty obvious stuff, with

This is an intense, dramatic and well written novel in which faith again (Heaven 
and Earth, The Little Valley cf Ged, etc.) is an insistent theme. It concerns one man's 
search for Ardito, a priest who has lost his belief, and Ardito's search for God- and it 
is told by means of letters, conversations and diaries. Ardito never comes on stage di- 
rectly and this search-within-search technique adds enormous suspense and variety. The 
book begins when a writer who had known Ardito during the war, and believes him dead, 
learns that he is alive and has been an escaped prisoner of war, living in the woods, 
where he possibly performed a miracle. His diaries describe how he has taken a factory 
job- like other men- but has met Satan. The trail leads on to Mexico where again he has 
performed wonderful acts. The personality of Ardito, even at these removes, is extra- 
ordinary; he is a humble Everyman, lit in spite of himself by a Faith which is at its 
purest and most all-embracing. It is Ardito's simplicity, moving through the electric 
air of Creed and Question, that gives the book its strong appeal which combines here 
with the story's passion, human values and drama. A choice for the audience of The 
Th rteenth Apostle and possibly a more deserving one.

A shocking book, in its revelation of the educational system operable in New 
York's Harlem. The staff at Thoreau's elementary school is described as "tumescent with 
smugness", trembling before a vulgar, driving principal who has played her cards right. = 
The sycophantic teachers, the "acceptable" Negroes, the hysterical spinsters, the inverts, 
are mobilized by their fears against the courageous few, who care to teach more than the 
narrowly prescribed curriculum indicates. One such teacher is Deborah, a Viennese refugee, 
who becomes the scapegoat for a Harlem local smear sheet, and who- in her efforts to help 
her students- is martyred by the school system. This novel, against the same background 
as the recent novel, The Cocl Wcerid, treats the Negro with mature and intelligent ippre- 
ciation, and is equally hard in condemning white attitudes which are patronizing, indif- 
ferent, ignorant, and the corrosive elements within the Negro society. This is an honest 
and revealing book, engrossing reading for those who are awake to the gravity of its theme.

The gentle, traditional Sima marries 
Kaiming, a minor official who boasts of his rise from peasant stock, and goes to live with 
him in America- while Ahua marries dreamy Weilin, the son of a wealthy businessman. Kaiming, 
the strong, proves to be a weak scoundrel, who extorts money from the Wongs, and Weilin, 
after his idyllic, adolescent marriage with Ahua, fails. Meanwhile the Communists are 
taking Northern China and the Wongs prepare to flee and in chaos become sharpened survivors. = 
They escape, among panic stricken refugees, crowded trains, sickness and confusion; Sima has 
died in childbirth- through Kai's neglect; Ahua, now joined through survival to Zan, the 
middle way, can no longer live in Weilin's introspective world. Neither can Weilin, who 
kills himself...There are vivid, universal characters here, a tremendous sense of the in- 
choate power of life and its demands upon people, and all in all it is a remarkable and 
memorable book.

The hero of this novel of mid-19th century Russia is a socially inept man 
who cannot handle money, a compulsive gambler, and an epileptic, and he spends four 
years of his life in prison. Even so, he has a constant desire to be a writer and he 
accomplishes a great deal of work. His name is Dostoevsky. Just as in the case of 
de Maupassant in Damned Shall Be Desire, Coulter's last book, there are not only spec- 
tacularly sensational elements in a life devoted to more than art for art's sake which 
lend themselves to this kind of fiction- and tsarist Russia, a police and superstition 
ridden society, provides a brutal backdrop. The conditions of Dostoevsky's imprison- 
ment in Siberia are described in great and horrifying detail. Coulter is also attentive 
to the three women in his life, his first wife Marya Dmitrievna; his young and cruel 
mistress Pauline; and Anna, the second wife with whom he finally found some degree of 
contentment. Dostoevsky is seen here as using his own experiences and emotions as a 
basis for his novels so that many of the incidents in his actual life and his ultimate 
triumph over circumstances are familiar to readers of the great novels. They are 
certainly more memorable in their original form.

Many of its grotesque aspects are 
heightened by the use of stock, legendary characters- knights- Marquises- etc., but their 
fairyland has subtly changed. The Marquise of 0..., a respectable widow, discovers she 
is pregnant but has no idea how it happened.

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are rescued by an earthquake- but going to Mass to give thanks are torn to pieces by 
the mob.....

To historians and novelists Lord Nelson and Lady Hamilton have always been 
a singularly romantic twosome -- theirs was a passionate liaison which shocked the 
Court and flaunted all conventions of the time. Emma Hart was mistress to a London 
gallant when she was sent to Sir William Hamilton, the English ambassador to Italy, 
in return for a bank draught to pay his nephew's debts. Lord Hamilton married the 
flamboyant Emma and she became the charming hostess of Neopolitan society. Horatio 
Nelson met her on the verge of his triumphs but the love affair did not begin until 
many sea battles later after he defeated the French at Aboukir Bay. He was feted at 
an elegant reception in Naples and there he relaxed in Lord and Lady Hamilton's 
company, and Emma's radiant good health and womanly devotion won his heart. Already 
married to a cold complaining woman, Fanny, in England, Nelson risked the righteous 
disapproval of the Court and the Admiralty by continuing his affair chaperoned by Lord 
Hamilton on a beautiful estate in England. Their idyllic relationship was interrupted 
only by Nelson's heroics at sea and finally ended when he was fatally injured by a 
sniper as he paced the quarterdeck during his greatest victory over the French. The 
story reads easily but it is more romantic novel than compelling history. The naval 
battles excite interest but are covered superficially since the story skims the surface 
in a rather conventional style.

THE CORINTHIANS $4.50 


This novel is set in the mid 19th century Middle West and deals in large 
part with the people of Corinth, Illinois, and their attitudes toward the Mormon mi- 
gration westward that passes through their town. But it is primarily an unusual love 
story about a man and two women. Simon Weddle, a successful Corinth merchant, turns 
from his barren wife Clorinda to his wife's sister-in-law, Rachel. He sets Rachel up 
in a town in Missouri as his wife, leaving Clorinda and a junior partner to manage 
his affairs in Corinth, and the people there- when they learn of his second home and 
of the children Rachel bears him- are loath to condemn a man they admire. In the wake 
of persecutions of Mormons for plural marriages that have taken place throughout 
Missouri and Illinois, the Corinthians suspend judgment on Simon and even Clorinda 
drops an incipient suit for divorce when she realizes that she will have to publicly 
attack his character. Simon, perhaps influenced indirectly by the Mormons whom he 
respected and protected earlier in the book, loves both his wives, provides for 
Clorinda generously and tries to spare her. When Rachel dies of consumption, the 
children are in danger of ostracism as their neighbors learn for the first time of 
their illegitimacy. But Simon brings them back to Corinth, and Clorinda, after a 
struggle, receives them and him into her lonely house...The seriousness with which 
the characters view the moral choices they face gives this book a dignity it might 
not otherwise possess, and the result is a genuinely interesting novel. (1C:60-13809) 
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Cary, Joyce Harper & 
SPRING SONG $3.95 


* To those who recognize Joyce Cary as an important writer the collection of 
his short stories will be a welcome event. And for those who might be unacquainted 
with his work the collection will serve as an admirable introduction to Cary's senti- 
mental but not uncomplicated world. Spring Song contains all of Cary's finished short 
stories - written between 1945 and 1959 - including five which have not been published 
before- and their subjects are varied, in both theme and attitude. Several of the 
stories, including the title story, are scarcely more than sketches though they serve 
to indicate, to a lesser degree, Cary's sympathetic, mildly ironic view of humankind. 
The settings and characters are diverse, though many of them are concerned with the 
special world of children - in which governesses are defeated by the innocence of 
their charges and in which children work out their private battles to the bafflement 
of their elders. Stories are set in the African bush, in middle class English homes, 
in the lives of ineffectual businessmen, and wives and mothers caught up in everyday 
details. The stories are not of equal merit; some are frankly bores, but they do 
present a view of life which, within its limits, is rounded and complete.

This is as different from Pioneer Go Home as that was from The Philadelphian 
quite evidently Mr. Powell is not going to allow himself to be pigeonholed. It starts 
out like many another story of an officer, downgraded- particularly in his own mind- & 
and shunted into a backwater, an island in the South Pacific, where nothing ever happens. 
The General is a Cavalry officer- and not much is expected of him. Inadequate forces, 
inadequate support and equipment- for anything but a holding operation, are assigned 
him. And to make it more difficult, Farralon finds that his CO in G2 is Baylor, who 
blames Farralon for breaking him in a small matter of army games in Louisiana. But 
something arouses Farralon's latent drive- the mistreatment of a group of WAC's who 
had come down with him. And from then on the pattern changes and it turns into what 
might have happened at one point or another in the South Pacific, while the Japs still 
had it more or less their own way. While the minutiae of army details of tactics and 
manoeuvres slows down the action for the average layman, there is enough human interest 
in the inter-personnel conflicts to hold the interest. A thin thread of romance - while 
not wholly convincing- adds another dimension. Powell's occasional flashes of humor 
come through in characterization and dialogue more than in incident.

This text introduces the reader to three hundred years of English artistic 
achievement: that period from the twelfth to the sixteenth century in which artists of 
the stained glass window reached their highest degree of excellence. The origins, ma- 
terials, methods, sources of design, restoration, counterfeiting, and preserving of this 
paramount expression of English graphic art is discussed, followed by 171 illustrations, 
34 of which are in color, and which are accompanied by detailed comments by the author. 
A tasteful gift selection, appropriate in subject matter for the Christmas season, and 
indispensable for those readers with a serious interest in ecclesiastical art of the 
Christian church. While the audience for this is not large, it is a dedicated and de- 
voted one, and there is singularly little historical treatment of the subject. This 
beautiful book will be welcome.

Medaris, Gen. J.B. Putnam 
COUNTDOWN FOR DECISION $5.00 


The Army's recently retired top missile-and-ballistics man, Major General 
Medaris, tells the story of the missiles race of the last five years, and makes some 
quite disturbing predictions about the future as well. Beginning with a brief personal 
history, coinciding with the development of rocketry through Dr. Robert Goddard and 
Werner von Braun, he then goes into long and specific detail of the years 1956-59, = 
during which time he ran the rockets from the Redstone Arsenal and Cape Canaveral. 
Some of the heroes (including himself) are men like Colonel Nickerson, who prompted 
a congressional investigation; Secretary McElroy who could not make decisions between 
inter-service rocket rivalries; von Braun, who fought transfers out of the Army pro- 
jects. Other heroes are the missiles themselves--Nike, Bomarc, Jupiter, Titan, and a 
dozen more--whose history and sometimes frustrating failure Medaris recounts vividly. 
The launching of the first satellite in itself makes a bookfull of good material. 
The General of course sounds the alarm against complacency,and against bureaucracy, 
as most military writers do these days. Unless, he says, men of decision and intelli- 
gence are allowed to carry out a balanced, imaginative rocket program, the power will 
soon shift decidedly to Russia. Perhaps one-sided, but well worth reading. Illus- 
trated.

A NEW EARTH $6.00 


This bears small resemblance to the enchanting Flame Trees of Thika and 
demands a new role. This is a book about'Progress striding through a part of Africa, 
where he is on the move at breakneck speed," a book about "changes that are revolu- 
tionizing the lives of African peasants." For this reason, it explores only those 
regions where the majority of Africa's 65 million Africans live. It deals with a 
section of Kenya slightly larger than England and whose inhabitants pursue a mainly 
settled life either as cultivators or herdsmen - usually a combination of the two, as 
most East Africans are cattle folk at heart. This region is administered in four 
provinces and 25 districts. Each tribal group still rigidly maintains its own tradi- 
tional region, for Kenya is still fuil of territoriai blocks - racial and tribal - 
though this is gradually beginning to dissolve. Illustrated with maps and numerous 
photographs, this book is the result of the author's three-month exhaustive explora- 
tion and travel in the whole of Kenya, as well as the understanding, insight, and in- 
terest which come from having been raised there.

THE OXFORD BOOK OF CANADIAN VERSE $7 .50 


In his lengthy and detailed introduction (which is only too welcome to the 
reader who is unfamiliar with Canadian verse), the editor tells us that the conditions 
of mind and ways of feeling characteristic of the three evolutionary stages of Canada- 
colonial, national, and cosmopolitan - are accessible to the reader in the poetry of 
each period, for "Canadian poetry is and always has been a record of life in the new & 
circumstances of a northern transplantation". From the very beginnings of Canadian 
poetry around a century and a quarter ago, its poets - both French and English - have 
followed one of two distinct trends; one essentially pioneering and patriotic with often 
unpolished style, but great force; the other more cosmopolitan and universal with a 
tendency to sacrifice genuineness to literary style. Extremely comprehensive, this 
anthology includes chronological representation from the works of over a hundred 
Canadian poets, the first of its kind to comprise French as well as English Canadians.

Reynolds, Quentin; Katz, Ephraim; & Viking 
Aldouby, Zwy MINISTER OF DEATH $5.00 


Two Israeli journalists (Katz and Aldouby) assembled the material for this 
biography of Adolf Eichmann which Reynolds has reworked here. Perhaps not as strong 
a book as the autobiography of his henchman, Rudolph Hoess (World), still there are 
elements of hide and seek along with the horror of Eichmann's activities to extend its 
appeal- added to the Reynolds name. For it was only after fifteen years of unremit- 
ting effort that the Israel Security Services finally located Eichmann in 1960 as a 
factory worker in Buenos Aires with a new identity. He is now in Israel accused of the 
murder of 6 million Jews, and the trial there is still pending with several points at 
issue. Eichmann, ambitious, attractive to women, something of a bon vivant, rose in 
the SS by specializing on the "Jewish question" (he even learned a little Yiddish and 
Hebrew). Eventually he was put in charge of the Austrian-Jewish community, later that 
of other countries, and while at first it was a question of deportation rather than 
liquidation, later he put into practice "The Final Solution"- total extermination. cl 
Auschwitz, under Hoess, achieved quantity; Buchenwald- a variety of tortures and deaths; 
other camps managed experimentation on the living and the dead- and over all of them 
Eichmann in his supervisory capacity contributed his organizational skill and occupa- 
tional zeal. Some sixty photographs will leave an even more indelible impression.

This is a terrifying book - and with its substance collected and relayed 
by the executive editor of the Arkansas-Gazette, whose courageous stand in the bitter 
struggle in Little Rock won him nationwide recognition, this takes on deepened im- 
portance. For here is in microcosmthe whole violent turmoil of the race issue, 
centered not in Arkansas but in New York's Harlem and other urban centers. Here is 
the burgeoning resentment, artificially built by agitators into hatred of the whites. 
Here are the varying elements and factors contributing to this:- the Muslims who 
foment anti-Semitism, the Black Nationalists in a variety of forms, the numerous: 
street speakers who can gather a crowd anywhere. He goes into the issues, throwing 
new light on Northern Negro ghettos, on another facet of the housing issue, on em- 
ployment and the labor unions, with their own new angles on discrimination. He is 
fair in allocating blame:- the Negro leaders who have chosen strange ways to use 
their new power - James R. Lawson with his Black Nationalism; Messenger Elijah 
Muhammad and the Black Muslims; J. Raymond Jones, big city politician; the "strange 
device" of the Rev. Adam Clayton Powell; Hulan Jack, whose role is still a question 
mark, and many others. The whites must face the immense burden of their responsibi- 
lity in handling each issue. Mt. Vernon stands out, perhaps, as the most successful 
community in developing and holding to the line of a kind of integration that has 
played fair on both sides. The forward steps are here as well as the abysses, but 
Ashmore makes plain that nowhere has a solution been reached. Negro leadership must 
have its chance to come of age, but the dislocations may grow into a greater menace 
if they go unrecognized. Much of this material appeared in the press. Brought to- 
gether, its impact is terrific.

| The Incredible Case of Commander Crabb, long waterlogged in deep doubts and 
| wild rumors, has its "verbatim" resolution here through the Russian Secret Dossier, 
smuggled out from behind the Iron Curtain by secret agents to Britain in 1959. The 
author, a member of the Manchester Guardian staff, insists that it is definitive evi- 
dence. In any case, it is fascinating, as was the enduring enigma of the freelance 
frogman Cragg who disappeared in the British harbour at Portsmouth in 1956, the day 
after the Russian warships brought Bulganin and Khrushchev to England. Many reports 
followed, speculations, disclosures, denials, and in 1957 the case again assumed 
tremendous interest with the washed up body of a headless frogman. While no positive 
identification was ever made, he was finally buried as Commander Crabb. Here the long 
Russian Dossier is reproduced, from the intensive watch kept on Crabb from the begin- 
ning, to his capture, to the long weeks of interrogations- “physical exercise”- 
starvation. Only, however, with the news that the country he never betrayed had dis- 
owned him, did he agree to take up a new life as Len Lvovich Korablov and enlist for : 
ten years in the Red Navy- while the body of his old identity (a dead man in his | 
clothes) was submerged and planted for discovery by the British.... It is an extra- 

ordinary case, quite a contrast to the current headliner, and many should want to 
read about it.

Wyndham, Violet Roy 
MADAME DE GENLIS $4 .00 


Felicite de Genlis was truly a remarkable woman and a fit subject for bio- 
graphy. She was not only the mistress of that Duc d‘Orleans who (although a royal 
prince and a cousin to the King of France) took the name of Philippe Egalite during 
the French Revolution; not only was governess to his children and educated the boy 
who was to become King, Louis-Philippe; but she wrote over 100 books, claimed to the 
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Irish writer, Lady Morgan, that she knew twenty trades by each of which she could earn 
her living, and was a close friend of such disparate people as Napoleon, Madame Recamier, e 
Talleyrand, and Chateaubriand. She was also a powerful intellectual force in French so- 

ciety twice in her long life-- she was a champion of democracy and Catholicism--ideas 

which in the France of her day were often considered opposites. During her lifetime, 

she was considered as having been one of the instigators of the Revolution (an opinion 

which the author does not share) and as having born two illegitimate daughters to her 

royal lover (a speculation which the author, who in private life is married to a des- 

cendant of one of these girls, supports with some cogency). As Felicite lived in the 

Europe of 1746 to 1830, an extremely complex era, some knowledge of the major course 

of events during the period, as well as of the major figures, would be helpful in read- 

ing this account of her life. Although the book is necessarily dense with facts, the 
fascination of the central character and the author's skillful use of quotation from 

primary sources make it interesting reading. (LC: 60-10796)

THE CLASSICS RECLASSIFIED $2 .95 


Eight time honored authors and one of their famous works are here subjected 
to that daffy discussion to be found in this writer's [Jt All Started With...series.

Gouschev, Sergei McGraw-Hill 
RUSSIAN SCIENCE IN THE 21ST CENTURY $4.50 


* This presents interesting journalistic (therefore somewhat propagandist) in- 
terviews with more than 25 leading Soviet Academicians in science and technology who 
were asked by Pravda reporters to forecast the year 2007 in terms of their specialties. 
They give generalized descriptions of the technological advances they expect to occur 
that are a mixture of professional predictions and boasts,current accomplishments, 
experimental attempts, and dreams of the future. The directions of Soviet science are 
clear and its goals very impressive: underground gassification of coal-mines, use of 
hi-frequency radio waves for everything from a supersonic "knife" to a beam to drive 
cars and airplanes, germ free schools, the construction of moon cities and visits to 
far off planets, etc., etc. One is struck at once by the applied science orientation 
of these goals and the strong desire to build an efficient and comfortable society. 
Letters from all over the U.S.S.R. to Pravda motivated this book, and the technologi- 
cal terms are not always the most modern- while certainly the word "milliard" ought 
to be translated as billion. Yet the dreams expressed are not to be laughed at or 
underestimated- for it was not by means of naivete or superficiality that the Russians 
have been able to orbit superior tonnages than the West. In a sense this book ought 
to be taken as a warning that these people are single-minded in wanting to build the 
world they envision. And the publishers are to be congratulated on its publication- 
it is one of the first to tell us what an important level of Russian society is - 
thinking about in its own words.

Churchiil, Alien Doubleday 
THEY NEVER CAME BACK $2.95 


Eight cases of disappearances, kidnapings, or inexplicable vanishings this 
is a tally of American unsolved puzzlers. It begins and ends with abduction - 
Charles Brewster Ross, four in 1874, and Steven Damman, five in 1955, and the other 
six come down through the years - Dorothy Harriet Camille Arnold, Ambrose Bierce, 
Judge Joseph Force Crater, Ruth Borger Rubens, (the only one who was known to be 
alive, a Communist in Russia), Paula Welden, and Richard Colvin Cox. From the first 
to the last, even with the progress in police and government methods, the victim 
"never came back" and each case is explored, with speculations as to what might have 
happened.

St. John, Robert McGraw-Hill 
THE BOSS $5.00 


"The Boss" is Gamal Abdel Nasser, depicted as shrewd, calculating, clever 
and willing to remain anonymous, so long as he could pull the strings on his chosen 
front, Naguib. But the time came when this role was no longer possible, and since 
he has taken his place as top man in Egypt, the old theory about power is operative, 
and he has become in every sense of the word, a ruthless dictator. St. John has 
done a first rate journalistic job. The facts are here, from his background and 
childhood, through the early steps of his career, the formation of the Free Officers’ 
group, the build up of the border war against Israel. Eight years ago the name of 
Nasser was unknown to the outside world. Today, he is the focus of dissension, fear, 
adulation. As the driving power in the United Arab Republic he has created division 
in the Arab world without securing identity of interest. Defeated by the Israeli 
forces, threatened by the French and British advance on Suez, he emerged the victor- 
in control of the Suez Canal, triumphant in the success of lying propaganda, which 
concealed the destruction of his air arm and the defeat of his military might. But 
he holds the whip handle, setting the Soviet and the United States against each other, 
accepting aid, in arms, in financing the Ashwan Dam, while never wholly committing 
himself. All this- along with a picture of the failure on the home front to help the 
people he claims to protect- along with a portrait of the man himself as modest in 
his personal appurtenances and family life- comes through the pages of the book. But 
what also comes through is that St. John cannot and wili not commit himself, and the 
fire that lighted his portrait of Ben-Gurion is utterly lacking here. His book is 
immensely useful, more objective than might have seemed possible. But it remains 
good journalism.

Hopkins, Joseph G.E.-£d. Scribner 
ALBUM OF AMERICAN HISTORY: 1917-1953 $12.50 


James Truslow Adams launched this project of a pictorial history in 1944. 
At that time the 4th volume was to be End of an Era and the 5th volume an Index. Now- 
in 1960- the 5th volume opens with our men going to France and closes with the change 
in administration to Dwight D. Eisenhower. A singular impression emerges from these 
years - a sense of isolation, despite two world wars. The focus is so overwhelmingly 
on the home front in peace and war. Even the emergence (in 1919) of industries speeded 
up by war-aircraft, automobiles, radio - that it is what it means in terms of America’s 
way of life that makes its imprint. Recurrently, fads, scandals, music, theatre, 
sports, fashions, building and decoration, these are caught at typical moments. And 
how quickly they all date and seem old fashioned. These were the years that saw pro- 
hibition come and go, with its far reaching effects; that saw a whole nation change 
to a motoring way of life; that introduced chain stores and super markets; that 
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experienced boom and bust; that took drastic steps towards government responsibility 

for the underprivileged; that brought the United Nations into existence; that saw the 

U.S. emerge into a great world power. And still- one feels eyes turned on the American € 
way of life, singularly untouched by its new role. Does this fulfill both goals set by 

Mr. Adams? Authenticity of fact and period- yes. But do these pictures really illus- 

trate significant aspects of life of the times? Whether or not they do, they have a 

nostalgic and curiosity value thet keeps one turning the pages.

Baumer, Franklin L. Harcourt, Brace 
RELIGION AND THE RISE OF SCEPTICISM $5.95 


This is an important book on man's conflict between scepticism and the desire 
to believe, a conflict which can be overcome only by conviction as to the truth of be- 
lief. It is in the role of historian who can "put the problem into a historical context 
and thereby illuminate it if not solve it" that the author of this book proposes to fill 
the gap. For he feels that scepticism has developed into tradition, that though power- 
ful it has been neglected. Until this gap is filled, today's religious problems will 
remain unintelligible and insoluble.

Illustrating his study with commentary and 
extracts from the writings of the intellectuals from the i7th to the mid 2Oth century, 
he arrives at four principal phases. He admits that the sceptical tradition derives 
from cumulative past experience, but holds that it is more like political tradition, ee 
specifically the liberal. Finally, he speculates on the methods of contemporary in- 
tellectuals, largely laymen, in solving this problem and concludes that the Oth century 
sceptic, as opposed to the 19th, is a complex combination of scepticism and longing, 
and optimistically views the outcome in favor of the longing. Scholarly and comprehensive, 
this book is neither verbose nor obtuse, and should find an extremely interested audience 
emong today's intellectuals, whatever their religious beliefs.

The cantankerous general had grown fond of Jefferson Davis during the Mexican 
War, and he summoned up his every strategic memory to back up General Lee's faith in 
him. In the days after the slaughter at Cold Harbor, Early pursued Hunter's forces 
for 60 miles outside Lynchburg, intercepted them, and drove them out of northern 
Virginia. He restored the morale of his men after discontent in the ranks, saw the 
tregic sacking of historic Virginia Military Institute, and set upon Washington, which 
had dropped its social life and "become a business community with a new set of morals". 
That he "just missed" taking Washington brought him vituperation and disgrace from the 
press and population of the Confederacy, and when political and battle dust had cleared 
he was never again to be recognized for the daring that had helped him hold back the 
tide of war through the summer of 1864.

The Voices of Silence was for many a completely new approach to and reappraisal 
of man's relation to art. Now in what might be termed a companion volume, he goes farther 
with the theme broached in the earlier book of the metaphysical aspects in art's develop- 
ment. Through the civilizations of Greece and Byzantium and Europe he traces successive 
changes not only in the meaning of art but in its uses. One loses a sense of one period 
growing out of another and substitutes instead an awareness of forces that produced 
change beyond the definable worldly factors. The outline serves merely as a frame of 
reference to reveal art as actually outside of time. Malraux reaches back into pre-history, 
to ancient empires Minoan and Mycenaean and Egyptian and Hittite; and forward to the clas- 
sic eras as the Sophists undermined the prestige of the gods and the tyranny of reality 
lept Rome from true art. With the Byzantium overlordship came the linking and kinship 
between Christian and Oriental forms. A religious ferment was at work. Mosaics- not 
painting- took the place of the antique sculptures.

Shonfield, Andrew Random House —

Andrew Shonfield, economics editor of the London Observer, has spent a 
great deal of time recently checking up on the world by means of a Ford Foundation 
travel-study grant. He is an advocate of the optimistic outlook on peaceful economic 
co-existence with the Soviets: “Our intention in the West is to present these countries 
with a working alternative to the communist technique of achieving rapid development.” 
The key words here are "working alternative", the book's premise is that up to now 
many programs of overseas aid have not worked precisely in the way originally intended. ¢ 
The aim of this book is to describe what has been done, what is contemplated, what has 
been overlooked, and the reforms needed in the agencies designed to handle the flow of 
work and money. Shonfielid declares that existing United Nations agencies should be 
run less like universities and more like a consultancy business, stressing "educaticn 
for development", rather than for its own sake only. He would re-structure UNESCO, 
discard or substantially reform ECOSOC, and concentrate U.N. efforts more on technical 
aid, less on financial. "The truth is that we must either build up the United Nations i 
as the main instrument of technical assistance...or do without an effective program. 
The defects of the national programs have not bien examined in detail in this book” 
(except for a very few): “many of them are at least as profound as those of the U.N.-- 
and less remediable...The problem for the U.N. therefore is not just a matter of 
mending a machine that creaks, but of seizing a historic opportunity." This treatise 
is one of the most informative yet to reach the American public; Shonfield's observa- 
tions should be carefully studied by Americans whose tax dollars create one of the 
largest single sources of aid to underdeveloped countries.

Based on lectures given last year at the Free University of Berlin by pro- 
minent West German educators and officials, this work offers an informed appraisal of 
the embattled city's past, present and future. Berlin is seen as "a highly sensitive 
seismograph registering every political tremor and every socio-ideological shift on 
the European border between the competing power systems". Professor Robson, a guest 
faculty member at the Free University in 1958 and 1959, is an able translator who has 
produced a readily readable book. Understandably, however, it is for the student and 
the specialist rather than for the reader seeking an account of what it is like to 
live in Berlin today. There are, however, essays on city planning in a divided metro- 
polis and on the cultural policies on each side of the Brandenberg Gate. Robson be- 
lieves that the people of West Berlin, in character and behavior, have brought the 
city to a position of strength in international affairs that make it in no way a pawn 
for trading between the West and the Russians. No solution is seen for the Berlin 
probiem without a solution of the whole divided Germany problem and no solution of

The more mortal aspects of great lives are viewed (or reviewed really) here 
in a series of profiles- or rather medical histories. Roosevelt as a "respiratory- 
cardio-vascular case" is seen through the many colds and allergies of his childhood, 
to the polio of his middle years, to the fatal hemorrhage which suggests serious, un- 
revealed cardiac findings; there is Hitler as a psychotic; Gandhi as a food faddist; 
Wilson's stroke; Proust's asthma; Lawrence's cough; Joyce's near blindness (iritis); 
Fitzgerald's t.b.; Freud's cancer (endured through 17 years and 33 operations); Dar- 
row's mastoid; Gauguin's syphilis; Gershwin's brain tumor; and Caruso's pneumonia 
with successive complications. Dr. Fabricant's postmortems rely on generally accred- 
ited biographical sources, add an occasional diagnostic fact or clinical assumption, 
and presume that there is an equal interest in how great men died as well as lived. 
And one can question whether it serves any really instructive purpose to meet them 
in sickness rather than in health.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF CRIME $6.00 


A basic psychiatric orientation on criminal behavior, its origins, its re- 
lease, the manifold causes of crime and certain overall patterns in various types of 
offenders, this is perhaps more extensive than his earlier book- Who Are The Guilty? 
(Rinehart-1952) but reworks some of that material as well as the research findings. 
(Abrahamsen conducted a project at Columbia and now serves the N.Y. Department of 
Mental Hygiene.) He relates the criminal act to its origins within society, within 
the community, within the family and within the offender himself; he considers not € 
only the natural predispositions toward crime but also the particular precipitating 
factors; he shows the similarities between the neurotic individual and the criminal, 
analyzes types of acute and chronic offenders, the sex offender, the murderer (where 
unconscious motivation is the strongest driving force) etc., and then surveys the 
limitations of the law in relation to the criminal, the possibilities for treatment 
and rehabilitation, the installation of preventive and corrective measures. It is 
a broad, psychiatric interpretation which draws on orthodox (Freudian) ground rules 
for psychopathological behavior and its causation. As such it should be valuable 
to all those working with delinquents or more serious offenders, in welfare or 
penalogical work or at the clinical level. 


Black, Eugene R. Harvard Univ. Press 
THE DIPLOMACY OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT $3 .00 


In this short book, based on lectures given at the Fletcher School of Law 
and Diplomacy at Tufts University, Eugene R. Black argues eloquently for a new brand 
of "development diplomacy" to help economically underprivileged lands. The respected 
head of the World Bank offers the development diplomat as filler for the gap between 
the conventional diplomat and the trader and investor. One of Black's basic theses 
is that the West should not merely attempt to outbid the Russians for public favor 
with flashy--and unneeded--projects in the underdeveloped world, but should in its 
own long-range interest provide the facilities needed for rapid growth.

Sherman's march on Atlanta. Basing his narrative largely on the reports of a war 
correspondent for the Chicago Evening Journal, Benjamin Taylor, the author writes 
of battles as bitterly contested as Gettysburg and even more decisive: Chicamauga, 
Missionary Ridge, Lookout Mountain, Chattanooga; he writes also of ordnance and 
cavalry, of men and mules. On both sides the commanding generals, the universally 
hated Confederate Bragg and the indecisive Rosecrans, turned certain victory into 
defeat by failing to attack. The Northern general Thomas, “rock of Chicamauga",

Davis, Burke Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
OUR INCREDIBLE CIVIL WAR $4.95 


Like a housewife making a stew of left-overs, the author of They Called Him 
Stonewall, To Appomattox, etc., has in this book scraped oui his kettle of Civil War 
knowledge, mixed together the scraps of information found there, added water and a few 
seasonings, and served them forth in one copious dish. Apparently following the well 
founded theory that the capacity of Civil War readers is omnivorous and unlimited, the 
author, a Southerner by birth and sympathies, writes briefly and without bias of such 
disparate matters as divided family loyalties on both sides, the Confederate Ram 
Albermarle, the New York draft riots, military music, the ugly head of Sex as reared 
in both armies, Grant's alleged drunkenness, John Brown and Barbara Frietchie. Ina 
lengthy list of "Civil War Firsts" he names submarines, the Medal of Honor, Income and 
Tobacco Taxes, workable machine guns, etc., but "a wide range of war correspondents", 
listed as a "firsts",also functioned in the Crimean War, and anaesthetics were in use 
in the Army on the Plains before the Civil War. Well documented and readable, but con- 
taining little information unknown to professional historians, this loosely assembled 
book will appeal to the Civil War Buffs for whom, by the author's own statement, it is 
primarily written.

Heller, Deane & David Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
JOHN FOSTER DULLES, SOLDIER FOR PEACE $4.50 


The beginning tone of this book gives one the impression that it will be much 
worse than actually it is. The opening chapter is written in a pseudo-dramatic, cloy- 
ing, adulatory style which seems more suitable for a fan magazine than for a serious 
biography. But though the authors’ unqualified admiration for their subject never di- 
minishes the book’ does become progressively more straightforward, relying on a great 


deal of direct quotation, even if it never does become especially readable. The Hellers 


describe Dulles' exceptional school record, his early years with Sullivan and Cromvell, 
his spectacular legal career (he became the highest paid corporation lawyer in New York 
City), his service during the two World Wars. And they deal, mainly by quoting Dulles 
as Secretary of State, with those crises which arose in Indo China, the Middle East, 
West Germany, Suez, Lebanon, etc., etc. The Hellers feel that John Foster Dulles was 
"one of America's greatest diplomats and statesmen" and that he has left "a magnificent 


legacy on the meaning of life and freedom". Unquestionably there are those who will feel 


that the Hellers' sentiment are excessive and unsupported. (LC: 60-12320)

Admittedly cursory (as any single book on such a topic must of necessity be), 
this book is an extensive and pleasurably authoritative study. The four parts deal - 
in as great detail as is possible within the temporal confines of such a vast subject - 
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with the development of poetic style, the elements of verse, a brief survey of the 
background of poetry in English, and poetry in the 20th century. Liberally illus- 
trated by quotations from the poetic works of numerous artists who are familiar by 
name if not always by verse, the author maintains that the basis of poetry is the 
concentration of the moment, the revelation of the eternal in the familiar, for 

"The poet presents his material intensely, in concentrated and heightened form. 

The sure poetic temperament is that faculty that feels the most ordinary events of 
life as something wonderful and interesting, the most ordinary routine of life as 
something beautiful and significant....Without losing sight of reality, the poet ob- 
serves it with a greater excitement than others do." In the eyes of this established 
poet-critic, much poetic criticism has degenerated into mere impressionism through 

the critic's reluctance to answer the three questions required of him - what is the 
author's intention, has he succeeded in it, and was the intention worthwhile in the 
first place? Poetry, he defines as "...the highest expression of what is most natural 
to man in every phase of his life" and the great poet as "...the one who gives us the 
best of himself and his experience of life as he has known it in his time." The inter- 
dependent exchange of the pursuit of poetry is an infinitely exciting one - when the 
reader is as well-versed in the reception of poetry as the poet in creating it. 
Erudite without obscurity, authoritative without pedaniry, and definitive without dog- 
ieoy this sensitive book is a delight to the alert and avid intellect.

CATHOLICS IN CONVERSATION $3.95 


This is a collection of interviews with prominent American Catholics which 
grew out of two tape recorded interviews with Bishop John J. Wright and Senator Eugene 
McCarthy published in the Davenport, Iowa, Catholic Messenger during 1958-59. There 


is a total of 17 interviews and the principals include John Cogley, a director of the 
Fund fcr the Republic; Dorothy Day, co-founder of the Catholic Worker; Walter Kerr, 
J.F. Powers, Monsignor John Tracy Ellis and Gustave Weigel. They deal with such sub- 
jects and problems as politics and religion, anti-intellectualism in the Church, the | 
promotion of the religious “dialogue", special Church-State relationships and literary 
attitudes. Unquestionably the Catholics represented here have long been recognized 

as the most open-minded and progressive voices in the American Church and what they 
have to say about their special areas of experience proves to be both enlightening 

and interesting. Unfortunately, the book will probably be read mainly by Catholics 
who are already persuaded of the particular viewpoints expressed here.

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Mr. Zolotow, without any noticeable idolatry, plumbs the depths of what makes Marilyn 
sell, and how -- unlike most sex symbols -- she has preserved a mind of her own and a 
body that everybody would like to own. With literary allusions (we-re certain to 

notice he's smarter than Marilyn) and Freudian innuendo (her chronic lateness and 4 
psychosomatic illnesses don't fool him) he describes in detail the scenes of her life 

and how she stalked her dream of cinema stardom. To cultivate her "sexuality" and 

"flesh impact" she studied anatomy, exercised daily, experimented with ways of walk- 

ing, and "thought sex" when she posed for photographs.

MENTAL DRUGS $3.95 


Chem: stry's Challenge to Psychotherapy is summarized and simplified for the 
mass market (Dr. Battista has done a number of books and is an industrial chemist ) 
along with an implementation of facts and case histories to show what drug therapy 
can do in mental illness- there is a 70% chance of improvement or recovery. Certainly 
in view of the fact that one out of ten will experience mental illness- and that 
formerly nine out of ten of these had no chance in undertreated, overcrowded institu- 
tions, this is reassuring. While most people won't go as far as Dr. Battista who be- 
lieves (but hasn't found support for) that most forms of mental illness result from 
brain injuries suffered early in life---still there has been a sharp swing towards the 
belief in a biochemical basis for abnormal behavior and the new drugs (tranquilizers, 
anti-depressants, etc., etc.) have been a real boon (even if more palliative than 
curative) to doctors and institutions faced with an impossible caseload. Battista 
discusses a good many of them, and gives a general consideration of the close linkage 
physical and psychological imbalance....An adequate pr sularization which assumes an 
uninformed market- this is unlikely in view of the considerable magazine coverage to 
date.

Greenberg, Harold $4.00 
BEHIND THE EGYPTIAN SPHINX 


Those who like complicated world affairs explained away in terms of male- 
volent "conspiracies" will enjoy this book. Others will find the authors' con- 
tentions highly debatable, to say the least. Not the Russian Communists this time, 
but rather unregenerate Nazis are the villains. Sedar and Greenberg claim these 
Nazis with the unofficial backing of the Bonn Republic are trying--with a good chance 
of success--to establish in conjunction with the Grand Mufti of Jeruselum and the 
Arab League, a German-Egyptian Empire stretching from Berlin to Capetown and from 
Bonn to New Delhi. No matter how valid are the suspicions of the authors of the “new” 
Germany and no matter how well founded their fear of Nasser's intentions toward 
Israel, it is difficult to take this book seriously. The charges that remnants of 
Rommel's staff are putting together a new Afrika Korps in the Nile Valley and other 
items purporting to show the start of a new "Drang nach Osten"will require much more 
documentation than the authors present. The authors’ case rests on the presence of 
large numbers of former Nazis in Egypt and heavy West German investments there. It 
is an unconvincing case. No doubt slated for later correction is the claim (which 
would interest the Israeli agents who finally found him in Argentina) that SS Col. 
Adolph Eichmann was adviser to the Egyptian Army. Author Greenberg is described as 
a contributor to European newspapers and Sedar as a scholar and traveler. 


Rosenthal, M. L. Oxford 
THE MODERN POETS $6.50 


“A Critical Introduction" is also an intensive course in modern poetry, 
given by a New York University professor. Rosenthal, after an introductory chapter 
on the meaning of "modern" poetry, discusses a good many poets beginning with Hopkins 
and ending with Ginsberg and other very recent poets. These discussions are mostly 
in lecture-form; line by line dissections of poems, an examination of the poet's 
general meanings, followed by a summing-up judgment of the poet’s value often in re- 
lation to other poets. These judgments reflect the author's own strong opinions and 
are sometimes didactic; but his analyses of poems and the motives behind them are 
acute and interesting. The book as a whole has considerable impact. Poets are per- 
haps the only people who have tried to grapple directly with the meanings of modern 
life. And this book, in examining their techniques and emotions, says much about 
the material with which the poet has had to work--the wasteland world of loneliness, 
frustration, mass murder, war, etc. Readers who find modern poetry “difficult" should 
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see here that it is the material that is also difficult; it is an astronishing proof 
of courage that so much coherent truth and beauty has been wrung from such reality. 
Perhaps the book's greatest value is that it makes so painfully clear how far poets 
have come from "love, dove” and shepherdesses into the uncertain and exacerbated 
reality of the modern world... A disturbing, challenging interpretation.

THE MARVELOUS LIFE OF THE BUDDHA $5 .00 


In his life of Shakyamuni, Maurice Percheron leans heavily on two classical 
texts, one Indian, one from Tibet. A prodigious accomplishment is made here in com- 
bining the wealth of mythology accompanying the eighty years of the fourth Buddha's life 
with the philosophical tenets which are the body of the Hinaeyana, Mahayana, Tantra and 
Zen. Written with appropriate simplicity, the author nevertheless achieves a feeling of 
vast splendor as he accounts the evolution of the perfect prince, to beggarhood, en- 
lightenment, leadership, and ultimately, nirvana -- the state of ceasing to be born.

DEATH TO TRAITORS $4.95 


The Civil War and the surrounding historical period are the backdrop for a 
real and fascinating story that had been neglected until the present volume. When 
Mogelever offered his book to the world, a Congressional Librarian was surprised the 
author had been able to find out enough about his subject to fill a book. Lafayette 
Curry Baker, founder of America's Secret Service, had a variety of reputations the 
Likes of which were hardly compatible in the life of a single man. Although he had 
strong practical leanings and rugged childhood training in morality and hard work, 
the dashing Baker flourished in the thick of excitement, intrigue, and conflict. 

His lifelong heroes were Abraham Lincoln and “the infamous French detective," Vidoca, 
who had died in disgrace in 1857 after a career worthy of Sherlock Holmes. Baker 
early learned the "twin arts of disguise and deception" while serving with the San 
Francisco Vigilantes after the murder of a crusading newspaperman. His methods kept 
him for a time in top government circles, beloved by some as a true fighter for 
justice, but hated and feared by many as a high-handec, arbitrary practitioner of un- 
fair and seemingly unlawful techniques. He died at the age of 42, having lost out on 
his claim to a share of the reward for the capture of Lincoln's assassin and his con- 
federates. Baker's is a story worthy of resurrection from oblivion, and Mogelever 
appears to have done a highly competent job of research.

Thomas, Lowell and Charles Hurd- fds. Doubleday 
CAVALCADE OF EUROPE $4.95 


This book does an excellent job of presenting the modern European scene in 
terms of the ideas and values that make up national identity. Fourteen foreign cor- 
respondents have covered twenty-odd countries, omitting only Bulgaria, Albania, 

Rumania, and Iceland. In spite of the variety of authors, which include Drew Middle. 
ton, David Schoenbrun, and Irving R. Levine, there is a surprising unity and similar- 
ity of tone throughout the volume. Benelux and Scandinavia are treated as units, but 
generally only one or two countries are discussed in a section. Each section starts 

by presenting something which to the reporter is characteristic of the essence of the 
people... it may be a specific historical incident, or an important economic-geogra- 
phic fact of the country, or some outstanding national interest. The present situation 
in the country is then briefly presented, and enough physical description of the land 
itself is included so that the reader can visualize it. Then demography, social orga- 
nization, cultural interests and enthusiasms, politics, and principal economic interests 
are deftly woven in, and enough history is given so that the reader can grasp what in 
the country's past has led to the present situation. The result of this approach is not 
a travel book, although it would be of use to the traveller, but a background book on 
the political and social currents in Europe today that is clear, interesting, convin- 
cing, and a boon to anyone interested in following foreign affairs in the newspapers.

Right on the tail of The Long Rescue published this August comes another 
account of the Army scientific team at the Arctic from 1881-1884. Just as in the 
earlier book, we watch the conflicts between Lieutenants Greely and Kislingbury grow, 
then learn of the sinking of the relief ship Proteus sent to return the Army group 
from the ice pack. Then comes the long, tragic winter at Cape Sabine as the men 
waited for a new ship to come. Their food was running out. Their shelters were 
inadequate. Yet while they died, one by one, Congress in Washington could not decide 
how to rescue them. Dr. Octave Pavy emerges as a true hero in the account, just as 
the drunken, thieving soldiers, Henry and the Sergeant, appear villains.

This biography of Charles XII, King of Sweden, 1697-1718, is concerned not 
only with his military genius but also with his “attributes of a hero..qualities of 
a saint...limitations of a madman", to quote from Eric Linklater's engaging intro- 
duction. For sincere students of history it should be worthwhile reading because 
Bengtsson's ability to review and recreate the events of Charles' life, the qualities 
of the man himself and how they affected his actions on the field of battle as well 
as in the drama of political life, and the many international figures who played their 
parts, is outstanding and creates an intelligent and sympathetic analysis of "a 
splendid anachronism". The progress from childhood days in Sweden, his position as

CHALLENGE IN THE MIDDLE EAST $4 .00 


Deeply and primarily concerned with Communist influence and American policy in 
the Middle East, the author has been acquainted thoroughly and extensively for nearly ten 
years with the area, its developments and its relations with this country. Setting down a 
certain conclusions about American policies, drawn from personal contacts and observa- 
tions, he considers the central problem to be "the safeguarding of legitimate American 
interests against the steady pressure of Communist infiltration". It is a novel and 
significant aspect of American observation in the Middle East that Mr. Ellis believes 
(and explains why) that. Arab leaders, particularly Gamal Abdul Nasser are "far more 
deeply concerned about the dangers of Communist influence than is realized by many in 
the West". His thesis illustrated in detail is that the national interests of the 
United States and the Middle Eastern countries are compatible, whereas those of the 
latter and the Soviet bloc are not. But he underscores the importance of conscious and 
more: perceptively long-range governmental policy on the part of America. The book is 
the pondered and lucid result of discussions with prominent Middle Easterners, American 
and Eurepean diplomats,and firsthand acquaintance with the Arabs as a whole. Its one 
bias is that of an American observer looking at the area primarily from the standpoint 
of the interests of the United States.

TALLEYRAND'S SUCCESSOR $5.50 


This adulatory biography is the first biography in English of Armand- 
Emmanuel du Plessis, fifth Duc de Richelieu. A descendent of the famous Cardinal, 
' Richelieu succeeded Talleyrand as President of the Council and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of France after Napoleon's 2nd defeat (at Waterloo) and his exile to St. 
Helena. The Duke had the difficult task of negotiating the Second Treaty of Paris 
between defeated France and the outraged European powers. He is presented as a man 
whose remarkable capabilities saved his country but brought him little personal 
happiness: honest, well-informed, highly strung, and shy to the point of abruptness. 
He seems to have had few personal contacts with women, although devoted to his 
sisters and fond of his hunchbacked wife (although their marriage was apparentl 
never consummated). An aristocrat who was uprooted by the French revolution, Riche- 
lieu spent twenty-four years away from France, mainly in Russia, where after becoming 
a lieutenant general in the Tsar's army and establishing a personal friendship with 
Alexender I, he was made Governor of the port of Odes..a in 1803 and was Governor 
General of the province of New-Russia from 1805 to 1814. After proving himself to be 
8, beloved and efficient administrator through war and peace and plague, he returned 
to France to try and reclaim his estates. Reluctantly he agreed to serve in his own 
country's government, and he headed two cabinets, 1815-1818 and 1820-1821. Although 
he saved France from dismemberment, with the Tsar's help, reestablished the stability 
and economy of the country, and steered a difficult and unappreciated course in the 
complex politics of the day, he was forced to resign in despair and died of fever 
shortly afterward. This book should not be read as an introduction to the events of 
the period, as the crucial happenings between 1815 and 1818 are dated by months and 
days rather than by years, and it is hard to tell from the context what year is under 
discussion. But as a new light on an important figure it should be of value to one 
who is already a student of the French Empire and Restoration. (IC:60-9722)

ZEN Showed Me the Way $3.95 . 


"The great path has no gates,/Thousands of roads enter it./When one passes 
through this gateless gate/He walks freely between heaven and earth." In these words 
written more than 700 years ago, the Zen master Mumon expressed the life and ultimate 
goal of man as envisioned by the Zen Buddhist. This is the adopted religion, indeed 
the mainstay, of this man whose autobiography is a varied and full one. Born to an 
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aristocratic Japanese family, his driving, but paternally instilled ambition was to be- 
come a naval officer. This dream is shattered, along with his self-respect and honor, a 
when he accidentally disables himself from qualifying physically and he tries to commit 
hara-kiri at the desperate age of 19. Unsuccessful in this too, he discovers Zen and 
with it, a meaning in life. "Zen is a religion of action", he expounds, "it does not 
move in ruts. It demands one act - move with life. It preaches 'self-power', and thus 
gives lie to the belief that all things come to him who waits". Leaving Japan for the 
United States to study, he devotes his life to acting and makes for himself the pro- 
fessional name by which we know him today, and the account of his career fills the 
larger part of the book. His practical and modern interpretation of Zen ("Zen does 

not demand the hair shirt and the begging bowl...to move in Zen is to move with life, 
not apart from it, or in opposition to its flow.") will be of interest to today's 
reader who is often sceptical not of Fastern religions, but of religion per se. The 
title of the book is somewhat misleading, but apart from the first few chapters and 
and occasional theological digressions, this is mainly a story of Hollywood as met by 
a foreigner who goes into acting. Not lacking in a certain amount of conceit, and at 
times pedantic and moralizing, this book nevertheless - or perhaps because of this - 
elicits an ungrudging respect and admiration for its author.

Morris, Richard B.- kd Lippincott 
GREAT PRESIDENTIAL DECISIONS $7.50 


This should be an extraordinarily useful reference tool in that it has brought 
together so much material that has been exposed to quotation (and misquotation) over the 
years, and that is now available in context and in historical perspective. Editorially 
speaking, Richard Morris has done signal service in weighing variants on phraseology, & 
differing versions, and arriving at the authentic material; he has found his answer 
sometimes in a group of state papers, with the "great presidential decision" of the 
title buried in extraneous matter; sometimes the statement, the decision as history 
proved it, is part of a larger statement, sometimes in executive measures in emergen- 
cies (Lincoln, Roosevelt and Truman are specifically known for this use of the executive 
prerogative). The decisions have not always been the presidents' own- but reflecting 
the counsel of those about them, and arriving at the basis of a new principle for a new 
age. Nor is every decision a right one, as for example Buchanan's statement which proved 
to be a catalyst to the Civil War, McKinley's to war with Spain, etc. The historical 
backgrounding of this material gives new perspective to the role of the Executive; be- 
tween the death of Lincoln and the death of McKinley, the Executive body was in the 
ascendant. Again, and frequently, the importance of decisions was not felt at the time, 
for example in the case of the Louisiana Purchase and the Monroe Doctrine. The book as 
a whole documents the refutation of the charge that democracies cannot act with vigor. 
The office of the presidency is unique, and has often endowed mediocre men with wisdom 
in a crisis. Thirty four cases are here presented for consideration, ranging from the 
Whiskey insurrection and Washington's Farewell Adddress to Korean intervention and 
the recent call for universal disarmament.

One might wonder whether Mack Hanan woke up one morning and as a conscientious 
adman and responsible citizen started in horror over what he and his colleagues had 
wrought. Here is an adman'‘s nightmare, a fantastic world where huckstered symbol is the 
master of man and lays down the laws of life to the consumer. More in anguish than anger, 
Mr. Hanan paints a society of Breck girls -- ice princesses, and Marlboro Men who are 
their love slaves and best accessory.

IOOK TO THE WILDERNESS $6.50 


This is a poetic book about one man's adventures in wilderness ‘areas all 
over the world. The author, a traveler and naturalist who collected specimens for 
the American Museum of Natural History and has been a hunter and trapper and even, 
in his youth, a mining engineer, feels strongly that there is a quality of wilder- 
ness "that stretches the spirit and the mind," and that gradually the increase in the 
world's population is driving the wilderness out of e.istence. "A wilderness is a 
temple that cannot be rebuilt like a bombed-out cathedral," he warns, and recreates 
in great detail his various experiences in the East Indies hunting the last surviving 
dragons, in Nicaragua looking for a lost silver mine, in the Indo-China jungle, and 
on the Sino-Mongolian frontier before World War I. Especially the book deals with 
our own remaining wilderness area, Alaska, to which the first six chapters are devoted.

The purpose is to show the Elder Freud as a "percipient, 
thinking, battling human being...the breadth of his nature, the passion and single- 
mindedness not only of the young man in love but of the mature man in his lifelong 
search for scientific truth." No matter what one's view of psychoanalysis, this re- 
velation of Freud's personality should come as a clarification to laymen and profes- 
sionals alike.

THE ETERNAL DISSENT $5 .00 


Many different types of Zionists will be antagonized by this strange book. 

Polish's two central premises are these: "The argument of the vulnerability of the 
(Diaspora) is no longer tenable...the concept of the centrality of the state of 
Israel is invalid...antiquated...perverse." Unfortunately, he incorrectly interprets 
what this concept is. On the one hand, he claims that the whole world is in peril 
of sudden outbursts of sadistic terror such as the genocide attempts of World War II. 
On the other hand, he maintains that the position of scattered clusters of Jews is 
nowadays as safe as that of any other group in the world. To support this theory, 

he cites Blalik's contention that the Diaspora of modern times is not completely 
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involuntary, especially for the Jews of America and other strongholds of freedom. Rabbi 
Polish misses in his analysis what is the central belief of many Zionist supporters: 
the position of Jews in the modern Diaspora is stronger than it was before 1948 by 
virtue of the existence of Israel as a sovereign country with a position of honor among = 
nations of the world. Whether or not a Jew living in comparative security wishes to 

move to Israel, he and his neighbors share the knowledge that Israel exists, not only 

as a haven, but as a nation. The author admits that Judaism “has always rebelled 

against historical determinism"; however, he has set forth a medley of contradictions 

marking him as a target for criticism from all but a few irresponsible diehards among 

both Jews and Gentiles. Subtitled A Search for Meaning in Jewish History, this book 

has not found that which it was seeking.

The rest deals with the law of obscenity censorship as it has evolved 
from courts and legislatures since Anthony Comstock's day. While admitting to be on the 
side of pornography censorship, the author sees himself more as a "war correspondent" 
covering the "battle between the literati and the Philistines". It all started last 
year when Kilpatrick, editor of The R:chmond News Leader responded under the name of 
"Billy Williams" to a dozen advertisements in drug store "girlie" magazines. And from 
there Kilpatrick was off on a descriptive quest that proved that with postage stamps 
and a few dollars the mailman will deliver - in plain envelope - an infinite variety 
of photograph, slide, movie, book, cartoon or recording, every one dealing with sex. 

An evenly balanced book, readable if somewhat legalistic in spots, presenting an over- 
all picture of the pros and cons of censorship plus a rarely offered glimpse into the 
mechanism of smut peddling itself.

This is a book for 
those shelves, a handbook for anyone concerned in tracing ancestry back to American 
origins in Europe, west of the Iron Curtain. Specifically, this is not a book for 
those interested only in the past so far as it relates to the United States. But if 
the ‘earliest forebear to come to these shores is known, and the country from which 
he came, here is the book to use to go farther back. There are rather sketchy in- 
troductory chapters outlining procedure here, sources of information, etc. There is 
some fairly general data applicable to any investigation:- the legendary, word of 
mouth sources of information, the beginnings of records, - family papers, publications 
of genealogical societies, town records, cemetery inscriptions, wills, church records, 
census returns. But beyond this- and across the water- what to do. Mr. Pine explores 
the historical backgrounds of successive European countries, to chart the blood lines, 
the development, the beginnings of record keeping. More space is given to England 
and other parts of the British Isles, due to the demanau being greatest there. The 
sources to investigate, how to proceed, what it costs, what is the etiquette of pro- 
cedure, what delusions should be scotched, the difficulties- virtually impossibility- 
of going back into medieval sources, the matter of titles and heraldry, etc. The 
balance of the book treats more briefly with other countries of Europe, even to the 
Baltic and Balkan countries, and the difficulty of getting any information behind the 
Iron Curtain. _ A book of specialized interest and use, but - so far as we know- there 
is nothing else like it.

Based on what might be 
termed a practical mysticism, Vedanta's significant reality is the result not only of 
its all-embracing nature (for it is liberal in every sense of the word) but also of the 
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fact that it is strengthened by the oral tradition behind it and the disciples who live 
here and now. Rational and free of sentiment, its span, as one essayist points out, is 
commensurate with its grasp. Presenting a logical cosmology which is unpretentious 
and relates to scientific progress, it is optimistic and constructive rather than pes- 4 
Simistic and limiting; for its emphasis is against sin-obsessed puritannical theology 
whose grovelling repentance leads so easily to masochism. Rather, it encourages man to 
see and cultivate the God-like characteristics inherent in him. Dispelling the mis- 
conception of two worlds- spiritual and material - it fuses the two in man, and estab- 
lishes a balance regarding the physical body and the temporal world, for it maintains 
that the body and the world alone constitute "the egg in which the soul may hatch". 
This is a book of sustained interest to the general reader unacquainted with Vedanta, 
as to those who still find a philosophical-religious void in their lives. (LC:60-13564)

Kerouac, Jack | McGraw-Hill 
LONESOME TRAVELER $4.50 


Broadly speaking, Lonesome Traveler, in form, is a series of impressionistic 
essays on the author's travels mainly around the U.S. There are accounts of his sojourn 
in San Pedro-and Long Beach, Calif. waiting to get on a ship; riding by bus to Mexico - 
to the bulifights, out of season - on pot; working as a brakeman on the Southern Pacific 
R.R.; in the galley of a ship sailing down the Pacific coast to the Mississippi; and his 
Big Trip to Europe - Tangier, Morocco, Paris, London. There are some New York scenes - 
jazz spots, parties, bars - and fortunately, his mother's apartment in Jamaica, Long 
Island, where he could retreat "just,to sleep and write". And by contrast he describes 
life as a fire lookout in a northwest national forest. There's a final essay on the 
hobo - The Vanishing ‘American, To his fans and to those who might not be repelled by 
his frenetic anti-style this might be of intermittent interest. » 


Richardson, Jack Dutton 
THE PRODIGAL Hard; $2.95; Paper; $1.25 


In the course of two short acts, the dramatist brings once more to the fore- 
ground the legendary figures of Agamemnon, Orestes, Electra, Cassandra, and Aesgisthus, 
reviving in modern-day vocabulary and expressions, the betrayal of the famed hero of 
the Trojan war, by his queen and her lover the regent. Of little direct impact, this 
play is distinct from the legend in that Orestes- a physically unimpressive intellectual 
of 25 or so - makes no move to prevent his father's murder, goes into exile willingly 
with no desire to avenge the murder of man for whom he openly held no respect, and 
returns a few months later to perpetrate the reprisal only because public opinion 
branded him coward wherever he fled in search of forgetful happiness. The author in- 
bues the legendary character of Orestes with a cynical detachment and a species of 
mal de siecle, and it is through this novel interpretation that he expresses a 2Oth- 
century composite dissatisfaction and etat d’esprit. The symbolism in the personage 
of Orestes, though not original, could have contributed to a forceful whole had the 
author made his play a modern interpretation of the legend, rather than throwing the 
entire weight of novelty on the shoulders of one character in a reconstructed story. 
This play has already been produced in New York within the past year. 


Bishop, Jim Harper 
THE DAY CHRIST WAS BORN $3.50 
A reverent and homely presentation of the story of the Nativity, which- this 
reader feels- will be acceptable chiefly to those of childlike mind and heart. For Jim — 


Bishop has chosen to tell his story in terms of an unquestioning acceptance. He begins 
with Mary and Joseph heading towards Bethlehem and the census; he goes back to Nazareth 
and the scene of the Annunication, of Mary's visit to her cousin Elizabeth, of Joseph's 
vision of the angel and his humility in accepting his own role. The Nazareth setting 
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is not strictly conforming to the actual facts the visitor today is given, but hews 
closely to the general semblance of living as it might have been in any remote 
Palestinian village. One gets a sense of the general background, the customs- social 
and religious and ritualistic- in very human terms. The visits of the shepherds, 

the wise men and the flight to Egypt are recounted in almost matter-of-fact) fashion. 
And yet the whole is characterized by a devout acceptance of the miracle without any 
rationalization that can be accepted beyond the tenets of specific faiths. Illustrated.

Guggenheim, Peggy Macmillan 
CONFESSIONS OF AN ART ADDICT $3.95 


The world of art could handily use a bevy of women as energetic, knowled- 
geable and dédicated as Miss Guggenheim. With only boredom for a boost, but a 
fortune to spur her on, she set out to learn about modern art, to collect and exhibit 
and support as many artists as she was able. She begins with what she recalls as an 
agonizing childhood in which the main topic of repartee was her father's mistresses. 
In 1919, after her father perished on the [fitamic, she came into her fortune and set 
out on extensive traveling and quite a few marriages -- most often to artists. She 
opened a gallery; then, in association with Herbert Read, she established the Gug- 
genheim Jeune Museum. In order to increase her collection she scoured Paris, under 
the tutelage of friends like Marcel Duchamp, with the purpose of buying a painting 
a day. Then the war necessitated fleeing Paris and transporting her valuable col- 
lection to America. She exhibited her paintings all over the world, now has a home 
and museum in Venice, but her “most honorable achievement" was to discover and promote 
such moderns as Jackson Pollock. (She once had so many Pollocks she gave them away 
as gifts.) Her opinion of current art collecting is that it is either snobbism or 
big business motivated by speculation rather than a love of art. It is clear Miss 
Guggenheim is that mellow combination of a shrewd collector and a true art lover, and 
her — is an interesting record of the art movement of the '20's and '30's. (1C:60-

Luthin, Reinhold H. Prentice-Hall 
THE REAL ABRAHAM LINCOLN $10.00 


The obvious result of years of informed and dedicated research, this long 
and meticulously documented volume by an authority on Lincoln is both an important 
addition to the long list of Lincoln biographies and also a detailed and highly 
readable study of the political backgrounds of the Civil War. In part paralleling 
Duff's Prairie Lawyer and drawing largely on contemporary sources, as do the authors 
of the somewhat similar Civil War book, Tragic Years, the author treats all phases 
of Lincoln's life: his ancestry and far from wretched childhood; his lack of formal 
education and also, surprisingly, his dislike of books and love of newspapers; his 
legal career and innate political acumen; his attitude toward slavery; his marriage 
to emotionally, unstable Mary Todd and his relations to his children; his nomination 
and election; his troubled years in the White House and his part in the War; his ad- 
visors and his tragic death. Personally ambitious, a politician born and a self- 
taught master of English, Lincoln often displayed an amazing lack of perception, 
bowing to office-seekers, taking advice from the wrong men, appointing the wrong 
generals; knowing little of military affairs, by his meddling in McClellan's campaigns 
he perhaps prolonged the war he hated. His greatness lay in his ability to surmount 
his own failings, in his selfless devotion to the Union, and in his superb political 
genius, which is here given its proper due. Presenting a far more fascinating picture 
of Lincoln than the usual myth-enshrouded portrait, this fine volume will appeal to 
students, teachers and historians, to collectors of Lincolniana, and to devotees of 
authentic and well-written biography.

To\any reader who met Baroness Karen Blixen (Isak Dinesen) first through 
her memorable Out of Africa these new pieces carrying us back to her African planta- 
tion will be heart warming news. Twenty five years absence has deepened the memories, 
sharpened certain features, and made possible these human reflections of the life and 
the people that gave it meaning. Her Somali servant, Farah, emerges life size, a 


towering presence - "my servant by the grace of God"- who made her every action and 
decision momentous. After a quarter of a century she can sub-title her pen sketch 
"Portrait of a Gentleman". There's humor as well as philosophical content in her 


choice of incidents to round out this sketch. And there is, too, a growing under- 
standing of his religion as a Muslim. There are others of her staff and her neigh- 
borhood but this stands out. Then too she writes of adventures - of hunting and the 
lion she shot, feeding on a dead giraffe; of her role, confessedly one imposed by a 
superstition-ridden people, as a healer, with a scrap of letter written by her king 
as a magic piece; of Abdullah, Farah's small brother, and the different place he held 
in her household, in her life. Throughout one senses deeply the role she played as 
mistress and friend - and the philosophy that grew within her in the ten years she 
struggled to keep the plantation intact. The writing needs no encomiums; every read- 
er knows there is delight in store.
